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50 trees 
at beauty 
spot 'cut 
for fuel’ 

MORE than 50 trees have 
been chopped down illegally 
at a Dudley beauty spot. 

It is thought they will be 
used for fuel as the number 
of people using wood burn¬ 
ers increases. 

Worried conservationists 
are appealing for help to nip 
in the bud the growing trend 
of raiding the Coombeswood 
Wedge, Halesowen for fire¬ 
wood. 

The Friends of 
Coombeswood have put up 
notices warning that felling 
is not allowed at the beauty 
spot and are appealing to 
walkers who use the area to 
report any incidents to 
police if they spot illegal 
activity going on. 

Chairman Sue Yeadon 
said: “A considerable 

amount of damage has been 
caused and we think it is by 
local people who have seen 
that wood has been chopped 
and think they might get 
away with it, too. 

“There has been a rise in 
people having wood burners 
- and we believe some are 
seeing Coombeswood 
Wedge as a way of saving on 
fuel. 

“But, not only is it deci¬ 
mating the woodland, it is 
also causing a health and 
safety hazard because peo¬ 
ple could trip over trees 
which have been chopped 
down, with the wood, pre¬ 
sumably, left for collection 
later.” 

Market plan 
movement 

PROPOSALS for a £6 mil¬ 
lion revamp of Dudley’smar- 
ket place will be lodged in 
the new year. Dudley Coun¬ 
cil has been working on 
detailed designs with 
traders as it waits to hear if 
a bid for funding has been 
successful.

HUB IN PIPELINE

THE latest phase of Dudley College’s ambitious town centre 
“learning quarter” - an ultra modern £6.6 million manufacturing 
and engineering hub - looks set to be approved. 

No objections have been raised to the Dudley Advance scheme, although a report to the 
borough’s planning committee says the building could be criticised for having a “box type 
form”. But the council’s urban design officers say it would be suitable for its purpose and 
would become a “theme building of mechanical steel-clad quality that suggests its hi-tech 

activity through its architectural shape, 
materials and punctuation of windows”. 

The borough’s Historic Environment 
Team considers the development would be 
“an iconic and intentionally modern build¬ 
ing that reflects its future role in fostering 
the development of cutting edge technol¬ 
ogy.” 

The planning committee will be recom¬ 
mended to approve the scheme at its meet¬ 
ing on January 7. 

Dudley College heard last month it had 
been awarded a £2.2 million grant from 
the Skills Funding Agency - a third of the 
cost of the development of the Dudley 
Advance centre for advanced manufactur¬ 
ing and engineering technologies in Priory 
Road. 

The announcement was made when 
Business Secretary Vince Cable visited the 
college to open the new Evolve sixth form 
centre, which is next door to the proposed 
manufacturing and engineering base. 

Emphasis 

The centre will have a heavy emphasis 
on the development of science, technology, 
engineering and maths and will form part 
of the wider, £55 million, learning quarter 
for the college. 

The site will be based on part of a car 
park that was previously the site of the for¬ 
mer Dudley Girls High School, which was 
demolished in 1996. 

The planning officers’ report says: 
“This redevelopment scheme represents 
another significant component of Dudley 
College’s high profile project, aimed at 
consolidating its educational base within 
Dudley town centre.” 

Also at the January 7 meeting, council¬ 
lors will be asked to approve revised plans, 
scaling down the size of the college’s new 
centre for construction, motor vehicle and 
engineering courses on The Broadway 
campus. 

Instead of a building rising to three and 
four storeys, the centre will range from 
two to three storeys.

Progress 
made over 
proposals 
on church 

A BID by campaigners to 
take over a Dudley church 
has cleared the first hurdle 
after being submitted to the 
Diocese of Worcester. 

The St John’s Church 
Preservation Group has put 
in a business plan and 
reopening schedule for the 
Grade II-listed building, in 
Kates Hill, which has been 
closed for 10 years. 

The proposals have gone 
before the Worcester of Dio¬ 
cese’s pastoral committee 
and been passed on to the 
closed churches committee. 

If approved, the business 
plan will be passed on to the 
Church Commissioners in 
London to make a decision 
on whether to allow the 
preservation group to lease 
the building. 

Members want to keep the 
173-year-old church build¬ 
ing, which is described as “a 
virtually intact Victorian 
church” as unaltered as pos¬ 
sible but will restore some of 
the old features such as the 
lychgate.

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Bronze Kristian vaults his way to duchess duties

KRISTIAN Thomas was Wolverhampton’s 
biggest success story at the Olympics after 
his stunning bronze medal win. 

The Wednesfield gymnast was part of the 
Team GB squad who claimed the first men’s 
team gymnastic medal in 100 years at Lon¬ 
don 2012. His final high bar and floor rou¬ 
tine at the North Greenwich Arena secured 
bronze for the team - after they were briefly 
elevated to silver in an afternoon of drama. 

Only Japan’s successful appeal, which left 
them in second place, denied Team GB an 


even better result - but Thomas, who trains 
at the Earls Gymnastics Club, Halesowen, 
admits he couldn’t believe his success. 

“I keep looking down at the medal and 
I’m amazed,” said the 23-year-old. 

“There was a lot of pressure on that rou¬ 
tine. I was very confident I could go through 
it successfully. We’ve put in all the hard 
work and it was a matter of controlling the 
nerves and letting the body take over.” 

He finished seventh in the all-round event 
and eighth in the vault final as the Team GB 


gymnasts collected the team bronze. And 
Thomas believes British Gymnastics, which 
is based at Lilleshall, is about to explode 
after their achievements. 

“It’s been pretty surreal,” said Kristian, 
who found himself sitting next the the 
Duchess of Cambridge discussing the finer 
points of the pommel event. “The aim from 
British Gymnastics was to come away with 
one medal but to get a team medal and 
three other individual medals has been fan¬ 
tastic. Let’s hope it’s a new era.” 


Our golden girl 



Ellie Simmonds’ smile 
sums up the success of 
London 2012. The 
Chronicle looks back at 
our local athletes’ tri¬ 
umphs and despairs 

AT just 13, Ellie Simmonds 
had already etched her 
legacy into the Paralympics 
and has been rewarded 
with an OBE in the New 
Years Honours. 

Now, after London 2012 she is the 
nation’s sweetheart. So much so 
that she was one of the 12 athletes 
nominated for the BBC’s Sports 
Personality of the Year. 

The expectation and pressure 
heaped on the Walsall swimming 
sensation after her gold rush four 
years ago was immense. 

Boldmere Swimming Club star 
Simmonds was one of the faces of 
the London Paralympic Games at 
the age of 17 as the nation waited 
for her to deliver the golds they, and 
she, craved. 

She did it in style with two golds, 
plus a silver and a bronze to justify 
.her billing as one of the greatest 
Paralympic swimmers of the mod¬ 
ern era. 

She smashed her own world 
record by five seconds in the 400m - 
clocking 5:19.17s - and her Games- 
long battle with American teenager 
Victoria Arlen was one of the stories 
of the Paralympics. 

Simmonds has dominated since 
winning double gold in Beijing, tak¬ 
ing 15 consecutive major champi¬ 
onship titles, including 10 world 
golds, in the last three years. 

But she admitted, especially in 
the 400m, to feeling the heat from 


the home crowd. I felt like I had a 
lot of pressure on me,” said Sim¬ 
monds, who won 100m and 400m 
freestyle S6 in Beijing in 2008. It 
means so much to win a gold at your 
home Paralympics and the pressure 
was quite hard to deal with. 

“The crowd were amazing, they 
got me to that wall first. People 
expected me to get gold, which was 
not the case with Victoria on the 
scene. It was a five-second personal 
best and I knew it would be so tough 
leading into it with Victoria being in 
such good form. 

“The last 50m hurt, it just killed 
me, and I was so pleased to touch, I 


knew I had no regrets and I am so 
pleased. I knew my race plan and it 
was to stick with Victoria for the 
first 200m and then kick my legs for 
the last 200m and just go for it. The 
last 50m I literally gave it every¬ 
thing; when I touched, I had no 
energy left. It was a tough race, one 
of the toughest races of my life.” 

Simmonds’ biggest concern pre- 
Games was that she would cry again 
in her post-race interviews, the 
teenager admitting she still can’t 
watch her Beijing performances 
because her emotions embarrass 
her. It was one target she didn’t 
achieve as the waterworks flowed 


after her victories - and her bronze 
in the 50m. 

It was her fourth strongest event 
and Simmonds was ranked fourth 
going into the final but produced a 
fine swim to claim third. Outsiders 
may think that a failure, but Sim¬ 
monds admitted her shock at even 
making the podium. 

“That was a massive surprise. 
This is my fourth event and I was 
going into the final fourth so I didn’t 
expect that,” she said. 

“I was hoping to go for a personal 
best and see what happened and so 
to get a bronze, I will definitely take 
that.” 


Bulldog Pollock 

NO-ONE epitomises the British bulldog spirit 
more than wheelchair basketball player Jon Pol¬ 
lock but, as he battled through the pain barrier, 
the USA added insult to injury by denying Great 
Britain a third consecutive Paralympic bronze 
medal. The 35-year-old Wolverhampton Rhinos 
star was forced to undergo a pain-killing injection 
in his arm for Great Britain’s last six matches but 
despite his tenacity, he ended his fourth Para¬ 
lympic Games empty-handed. 


Clarke challenge 

DARREN Harris has been challenged to lead 
Great Britain’s five-a-side football team to the 
medal mix-up at Rio 2016 by retiring legend Dave 
Clarke after the host nation finished their London 
2012 campaign on a high. At 39 and with more 
than 100 caps to his name, the Wolverhampton ace 
is among the senior members of the Great Britain 
team which ended London 2012 with a first win of 
the competition to finish in seventh place com¬ 
pared to coming fifth at Beijing 2008. 


Time for studies 

JAMES FAIR has dismissed thoughts on Rio 
2016 - and admitted he will concentrate on his 
studies first. The hockey goalkeeper from Can¬ 
nock has started teacher training after Team 
GB’s disappointing Olympics. They suffered a 
nightmare semi-final losing 9-2 to Holland and 
were beaten by Australia in the bronze medal 
match. It was a crushing blow for a squad with 
realistic hopes of gold and Fair admits he has 
some thinking to do. 


Tears then 
cheers for 
Jordanne 

IT was a case of tears to 
cheers for Halesowen’s Jor¬ 
danne Whiley after she 
bounced back from semi¬ 
final heartbreak to claim 
wheelchair tennis doubles 
bronze at the Paralympic 
Games. 

Whiley and partner Lucy 
Shuker were left incon¬ 
solable after seeing their 
gold medal dreams ended by 
Dutch pair Aniek van Koot 
and Jiske Griffioen. 

After picking themselves 
up Whiley and Shuker 
sought the consolation of a 
bronze medal against a pair 
from Thailand. Despite los¬ 
ing the first set and slipping 
to a 3-0 deficit and match 
point in the second, they 
battled back to win. 

Whiley said afterwards: 
“It was such hard work and 
it’s such a relief.” 

i'll be back, 
says varnish 

JESS Varnish vowed to bat¬ 
tle back from her Olympic 
heartbreak as she sets her 
sights on Rio. The 21-year- 
old from Bromsgrove suf¬ 
fered a nightmare after 
sheand team sprint partner 
Victoria Pendleton were 
demoted from the final. 

They were guaranteed sil¬ 
ver but disqualified after 
Pendleton passed Varnish, a 
member of Halesowen 
Cycling Club, too early on 
the final lap. But Varnish 
insisted her Velodrome frus¬ 
tration on her Olympic 
debut will not break her. “It 
makes me feel sick thinking 
about it but I’m going to get 
over it,” she said. 

Great Scott! 

HALESOWEN’S Helen 
Scott has committed her 
future to racing for Para¬ 
lympic gold with Aileen 
McGlynn in Rio. Scott, the 
sighted pilot to tandem rider 
McGlynn, claimed bronze in 
the tandem pursuit after 
winning silver with McG¬ 
lynn in the 1km time trial 
and wants to complete the 
set in four years.

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Company 
is fined 
for death 

A STEEL factory, where a 
worker was killed after being 
crushed by a 15-ton overhead 
crane, has been ordered to 
pay a total of £146,552 after 
admitting health and safety 
breaches. 

Wilfred Williams had been 
working about 20ft off the 
ground on one of the cranes 
at C Brown and Sons, in 
Brierley Hill, on May 27, 
2011. 

After finishing his task, he 
stepped from the gantry he 
was working on to the rail in 
a nearby bay and sat down. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard a crane was 
moved by an operator who 
had not seen the 58-year-old. 
Mr Williams, from Ashtree 
Road,Tividale, was crushed. 

The firm, in Pedmore 
Lane, pleaded guilty to 
charges of breaching the 
Health and Safety at Work 
Act and contravening Work 
at Height Regulations. 

It was ordered to pay 
£120,000 for the Health and 
Safety Act breach along with 
legal costs of £16,319, HSE 
investigation costs of £10,217 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Mrs Fiona Carter, prose¬ 
cuting, said the firm had been 
aware of the risks for years. 
Mr Peter Smith, for the firm, 
said: “Things were being 
done but not as quickly as 
they should have been.” 

Dry storage 
for road salt 

A SALT barn has been built 
in Dudley as part of a £1.1 
million project to combat the 
cold weather on the roads. 

Thomas Vale Construc¬ 
tion has completed work at 
Dudley Council’s Lister 
Road depot to enable up to 
7,500 tons of salt that was 
stored outside to be covered. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
cabinet member for trans¬ 
portation, said: “I’m 

delighted the new salt barn 
has now been completed. It 
means the salt can now be 
stored inside and away from 
the elements, preventing 
salt water run off in sur¬ 
rounding areas.” 

Conversion plan 

A VACANT office block in 
Dudley could be converted 
into flats.

I’ve 
had her 20 years and she’s the love of my 
life. In a way I was lucky it was dark when 
I first went to see her - it didn’t look so 
bad. It’s not yet clear how bad the damage 
is or what has happened to it. 

“If a load of kids got on it and were 


hanging from it or something there were 
air vents in the side and it might be okay 
but if she had a hole put in her then it 
could be a bit different. 

“It’s about 20 per cent under water 
because the water is very shallow so 
inside the boat she’ll be full of water.” 

Ms Bett, who lives in Walsall, has 
spoken to the police and investigations 
are ongoing. 

She has also spent time on the phone to 
the boat’s insurers, adding: “They should 
cover it but, if they don’t, then I don’t 
know what I’ll do.”

M-ways pothole bill 

MORE than 700 potholes were urgently repaired on the 
region’s motorways in the past two years - costing tens of 
thousands of pounds. 

But only just over one in 10 motorists received compensa¬ 
tion payouts after claiming potholes damaged their cars. The 
Highways Agency said compensation payments are only 
made where a pothole caused a “major” defect. Figures, 
released through a Freedom of Information request, reveal 
a fall in the number of repairs being made year-on-year. In 
total 245 potholes were repaired on the M6 between J6 for 
Spaghetti Junction and J15 serving North Staffordshire in 
2010/11. But only 156 repairs were needed on the same 39 
mile-stretch of motorway also serving Great Barr, Wednes- 
bury, Walsall, Wolverhampton and Stafford in 2011/12.

A new book on Britain’s lost 
breweries charts some 
famous names from the West 
Midlands. MARK ANDREWS 
talks to the author 

IT SEEMS incredible to think that 
anybody would pay nearly £2 
million for a brewery and then 
pour its beer down the drain. 

And it certainly turned out not to be a 
particularly wise move by Greenall Whitley, 
when it bought Brierley Hill’s much-loved J 
P Simpkiss brewery, in 1985. 

“It’s scandalous really, I don’t know why 
they would have bought it,” says Chris 
Arnot, the author of Britain’s Lost Brew¬ 
eries and Beers. 

Greenall Whitley was a large regional 
brewer in the north-west of England, which 
decided the best way to boost its market 
share was to buy up the smaller, local 
brewers. And close them down. 

The reaction from Black Country 
drinkers was hostile to say the least. Mary 
Arnett, who ran The Castle, Lye, recalls 
how the pub had been doing a healthy 
lunchtime trade before the takeover. 

“But the regulars didn’t like the new 
beers at all, they liked Simpkiss Bitter in 
particular,” she says. “We lost a lot of trade. 

“We stuck it out for another 10 months, 
and then took early retirement. There was a 
rapid turnover of licensees after that, until 
the pub closed and they pulled it down.” 

The demise of the Simpkiss brewery, 
which was demolished shortly after the 
Greenall takeover, is one of 30 featured in 
Arnot’s book. 

Best 

Birmingham-born Arnot is well familiar 
with the Black Country’s famous beers, 
describing how he would regularly visit the 
region with his father-in-law during the 
1970s to sample the likes of Batham’s, 
Holden’s and Simpkiss. 

“For me Batham’s is still the best, I can’t 
think of a better beer than Batham’s,” he 
says, referring to the brewery which still 
continues to thrive from its base in Brierley 
Hill. 

During the course of writing the book, 
Arnot spoke to a number of former Simpkiss 
employees, who each have a fascinating tale 
to tell about their time at the Dennis 
Brewery behind the Foley Arms - now the 
New Wellington - pub in Brettell Lane. 

Former drayman Tony Dutton recalls the 
occasion he had to take brewery owner 
Dennis Simpkiss’s son Jonathan with him, 
and was warned by Simpkiss senior that 
under no circumstances should he allow his 
sports-car loving son to get behind the wheel

of the lorry. But probably the most enter¬ 
taining story comes from former mainte¬ 
nance man Dennis Hale, who recalled the 
potency of the brewery’s famous Old Ale. 

“I remember three gas men working 
outside the Foley Arms one day and coming 
in at lunchtime to sample the Old,” he tells 
Arnot. 

“They had three pints each. But when it 
was time to go back to work, one of them 
couldn’t stand up. He had to be carried out 
by his mates.” 

Mind you, that sounds pretty tame com¬ 
pared to the antics on the last day of Joule’s 
brewery at Stone, near Stafford, in Novem¬ 
ber, 1974. There, the employees marked the 
closure of their workplace by sinking a few 
pints of Royal Ale, not far off nine per cent 
in alcohol content, and then going for a swim 
in the fermenting vat. 

Joule’s laid claim to being Britain’s oldest 
brewery, although that is based on the fact 
that Augustinian monks had been brewing 
on the site in the 12th century, and had fin¬ 
ished long before Francis Joule came along 
in 1780. 

The monks would bless each barrel and 
mark it with a red cross, which would later 
become the trademark of the brewery. 

Francis’s son John became the first 
English brewer to export to New York - 
“American servicemen stationed in Stone 
and Market Drayton during World War Two 
were somewhat taken aback to find Joule’s 
beers over here,” says Arnot. “No doubt 
they complained it was served too warm.” 

Joule’s was another brewery to suffer 


after being taken over by a regional giant, 
having been bought by Bass-Charrington in 
1970, and numerous cost-cutting measures 
were introduced, from replacing flaked 
maize with wheat flour, and reducing the 
number of checks on the running heats of 
the fermentation vessels. 

“There had been complaints from publi¬ 
cans,” recalls brewery man Tony Heeley. 
“Customers had been saying that Joule’s 
didn’t taste as good as it once did.” 

Four years after the takeover, Bass 
decided to close the historic brewery, and 
transfer production to Burton-upon-Trent. 

The closure was not well-received by real 
ale buffs in the area, with members of the 
newly formed Campaign for Real Ale branch 
organising a mock funeral procession 
through the streets of Stone. Today a super¬ 
market occupies part of the old brewery site. 

Biggest 

But the biggest of all the Midland brew¬ 
eries featured in Arnot’s book is Mitchell’s 
& Butler’s, which in its prime had plants in 
Smethwick, Walsall and Wolverhampton. 

The Wolverhampton plant, which pro¬ 
duced Springfield bitter, closed in 1991, and 
was later hit by a devastating fire, while the 
M&B headquarters in Cape Hill, Smeth¬ 
wick, closed in 2002. 

Arnot says that one common theme 
throughout his research was the fondness 
which many former brewery workers had 
for their workplaces. 

“They really loved their jobs, despite the 
fact that they were often doing really hard 
jobs, moving things around,” says Arnot, 


who is 63. 

“Part of that was down to the fact they 
had quite a fondness for beer, but I think it 
was also because the breweries looked after 
their workers, in terms of low-rent houses 
and sponsored sporting events, there was 
quite an esprit de corps. 

“The brewery owners were quite pater¬ 
nalistic, they were the last of their breed.” 

One of the interesting things that is 
evident from Arnot’s book is that while the 
breweries have long disappeared, many of 
the beers have survived - some of them 
being reintroduced by enterprising micro¬ 
breweries. 

The Simpkiss brand, for example, has 
been bought by Enville Ales, which produces 
the ale from its brewery just outside Stour¬ 
bridge, and Joule’s was relaunched by 
former Bass executive Steve Nuttall at 
Market Drayton in 2009, with the help of 
Heeley, who dug out the old recipe. You can 
still buy a pint of M&B too, although it is 
now produced by Brain’s Brewery in Burton 
upon Trent, while small independent 
brewers are now brewing at the Springfield 
and Highgate sites. 

And while it’s easy to feel nostalgic for the 
famous old breweries of the Midlands, Arnot 
says the choice and quality of today’s beers 
is probably better than it has ever been. 

“Today’s microbreweries use the finest 
ingredients, whereas that is something the 
old breweries weren’t always on top of. 
Today it’s a more discerning market com¬ 
pared to the old days, when they were simply 
brewing for the working man.”

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Fears over 
bad smells 
from site 

FAMILIES who would be 
neighbours of a proposed 
waste recycling plant in 
Brierley Hill could suffer 
‘offensive’ odour from the 
development, an environ¬ 
mental watchdog claims. 

Clean Power has been told 
by the Environment Agency 
it will have to prove the 
plant has adequate odour 
controls before it gets a 
permit. 

Even if the firm gets per¬ 
mission, the agency said it 
could not guarantee homes 
200ft from the site would 
escape bad emissions. It said 
failure to follow procedures 
could involve a risk of offen¬ 
sive smells outside the 
boundary. 

Firm bosses insist they 
will have adequate controls 
and say nearby homes will 
not pick up any odours. 

The plant is earmarked 
for a six-acre site off Moor 
Street. 

In a letter to Dudley 
Council, Environment 
Agency planning liaison 
team leader, Laura Perry 
said: “Because of the nature 
of the proposed activities, 
any breakdown or failure to 
follow procedures is likely to 
involve a risk of offensive 
emissions outside the site. 

Gavin Miller, a spokesman 
for Clean Power, said the 
plant would have adequate 
odour controls. 

£l30m for 
better Metro 

An agreement has been 
signed which seals a £130 
million package of improve¬ 
ments for passengers on the 
Midland Metro. 

Centro and the tram 
system’s operator National 
Express have teamed up as 
part of the partnership 
called Metro Forward which 
will see the two organisa¬ 
tions working together 
improve the system running 
between Wolverhampton 
and Birmingham. 

The partnership agree¬ 
ment was formally signed at 
Snow Hill Station in Birm¬ 
ingham by representatives 
from both sides.

Campaigners said the light blue ornate 
wrought iron gates, in High Street, Amble- 
cote, were in a desperate state of repair. 

They had become rusty and badly bent, 
after a car was thought to have hit them, 
prompting ward councillor Christine Perks 
to raise their plight. 

She was aided by Councillor Dave Tyler to 
trace ownership through borough artist 
Steve Field to Dudley NHS. 

Health service bosses ordered a clean-up 


which has now been completed. Councillor 
Perks said: “They really have been 
smartened up, which is great.” 

The Corbett site is now managed by 
Dudley NHS, and the Stourbridge Health 
and Social Care Centre is based there. 

Dudley NHS spokesman Lindsey Harding 
said the organisation had found cash in its 
capital programme to cover the cost.

Phyllis Coyle, aged 84, has 
called for the Royal Navy 
veterans, including her late 
husband Mick, who took 
part in the arctic convoys to 
get the recognition they 
deserved. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron has announced in 
Parliament that the men 
who helped take vital fuel, 
food and munitions to the 
Eastern Front will get a 
Arctic Convoy Star. 

More than 3,000 seaman 
were killed in the 78 convoys 
that delivered supplies to 
the Red Army to push back 
the Nazis. 

Mrs Coyle, of Derwent 
Close, Pensnett, lost Mick 
two years ago to lung cancer 
when he was aged 85. 

Danger 

He served as a stoker with 
the Royal Navy between 
1942 and 1947, sailing with 
four convoys to Russia. 

Before he died, he too 
campaigned for recognition. 

Mrs Coyle said: “When 
they called to tell me I cried 
- it’s been 65 years, what a 
long wait but finally we got 
it. 

I’m just so sad Mick never 
saw it, he would have been so 
happy. 

“He and thousands of men 
faced so much danger, but 
got no recognition from the 
British Government.” 

The men had, however, 
been recognised by the 
Russian Government, which 
has sent four medals to Mr 
Coyle since the war. 

On a visit to the country

five years ago, Mrs Coyle 
said they pair were “treated 
like royalty”. 

It is thought 66,500 men 
sailed on the convoys, but 
only 200 are alive today. 

Earlier this year, Mrs 
Coyle unveiled a memorial 
to the sailors at the National 
Memorial Arboretum in 
Alrewas. She was joined by 
Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin at the event. 

He said: “This is a huge 
tribute to Phyllis Coy-le. 
She’s campaigned tirel-essly 
for greater recognition for 
the brave men, including her 
husband Mick, who served 
on the arctic convoys.”

Vandalism forces church to

Yobs destroyed three headstones and 
crosses on plots in the 19th century church¬ 
yard.

St John’s vicar, the Rev Steve Martin, said 
the church had been forced to close the 
burial ground to protect remaining graves. 

The churchyard, off Brockmoor High 
Street, will be shut off between 7pm and 9am 
each day. Previously people had been able to 
use the churchyard as a walkway through to 
the high street shopping area. 

Mr Martin said: “Anything that restricts 
people’s freedoms to a public space is unfor¬ 
tunate but in the circumstances we have had 
no choice. 

People in the community have taken this 
damage to their hearts.” 

He said the church sought the views of 
neighbourhood police officers before coming 
to the decision. 

Any people found inside the churchyard 
during the night and not on official business 
will be reported. 

Mr Martin has asked residents and 
passers-by to remain vigilant.

Campaigner’s call to close alleyway 
following fatal attack turned down 


AN ALLEYWAY where Shane Watson 
was attacked and later died will not 
be closed, despite a campaign by rel¬ 
atives and friends. 

Dudley Council made the decision after a police 
survey found 15 per cent of residents backed the 
call. Mr Watson, aged 23, was attacked in the 
alleyway at Springfield Grove, Sedgley, while on 
his way home from a night out in the town. 

He later died of head injuries in hospital. 

Mr Watson’s cousin Scott Maher-Butler said: 
“The problem with a survey of the estate is that 
there will always be people at the top end who use 


it and will want it. People at the bottom end know 
the problems it causes. 

“I know the council have cut back the trees, but 
it could have been so much better - how are they 
going to stop scooters going up there?” 

He said the decision will bring no comfort to the 
family, who are still grieving. 

He added: “Christmas is coming up, his mother 
is upset, and his dad is doing the best he can.” 

The council said it was now working closely 
with police to monitor anti-social behaviour in 
the area. 

Cabinet member Councillor Judy Foster said: 
“We have worked closely with police partners to 


carefully consider this issue before making any 
decisions following the tragic death of Shane. 

“We have listened to the concerns of the family 
and also consulted local community and local 
ward members, and feedback from them con¬ 
firmed that this alleyway is well used by people 
locally and therefore on balance should remain 
open.” 

Last month, James Cartwright, 18, of Sandy- 
fields Road, pleaded guilty to murdering Mr 
Watson. 

Co-defendant Shylon Wishart, 19, of North 
Springfield, denies the same charge. 

Wishart will go on trial in the new year.

New supermarket 
peeks into skyline

A MULTI-MILLION pound Tesco supermarket has started 
rising into the Stourbridge town centre skyline. 

The steel framework can now be seen on the development 
site, off the ring road. 

It’s the first change in the skyline since the rubble left 
from the demolition of the old Crown Centre and Bell Street 
car park was cleared. 

Contractors have been busy completing the foundations 
and work on the underground car park. 

But now some of the structure of the new store can be 
seen on the site. Peter Cox, president of Stourbridge 
Chamber of Trade, said: “It’s been going well and they’ve 
made good progress. Another few months and we will be 
able to see it come together. It’s going to make a big differ¬ 
ence to the site.” 

Hoardings 

Posters advertising the opening of the new store next 
winter went up on hoardings all around the plot in Novem¬ 
ber. Tesco have previously said they want the store to open 
in time for Christmas 2013. Work to knock down the old 
Crown Centre began in March and was completed in May. 

The car park was brought down using explosives on April 
1. Landmovers cleared 9,000 tons of rubble, some of which 
will be re-used in the building, ready to construct the shop¬ 
ping complex. 

The new supermarket will create 320 jobs and more than 
250 people have already expressed an interest in working at 
the store. 

It’s part of a £30 million development which will include 
a new shopping centre and a town square. 

Runaway horse ends 
up in swimming pool 

A HORSE plunged into a swimming pool after escaping 
from its stables at a home near Kidderminster. 

The six-year-old horse called Freya was found standing in 
the circular pool in around 4ft of water. 

Fire crews were called to rescue the animal at the home 
in Cleobury Road between Far Forest and Cleobury Mor¬ 
timer. 

They found the animal could not climb out of the pool 
without help due to the steepness of the swimming pool 
walls. Firefighters pumped water out of the pool following 
the call out on December 17. 

Crews said they had to keep the animal calm during the 
90 minute rescue. They used straw bales tak-en from the 
nearby stable to begin building steps down into the pool. 

Once secure, the horse was then led up from the bottom 
of the pool which had been drained. 

Crew Commander Debbie Davies from Hereford and 
Worcester Fire Service, said: “The horse, called Freya, was 
a calm horse and certainly could not have climbed out of the 
pool unaided. 

“Freya climbed out of the pool safely and returned to her 
stable, thankfully she was none the worse for her adven¬ 
ture,” she added.

Hundreds of wandering 
horses taken off streets 


MORE than 200 stray horses have 
been rounded up from the streets 
of Dudley and Sandwell boroughs 
after new measures to stop them 
wandering were introduced. 

Both areas have been plagued by the 
roaming animals causing a nuisance by 
walking out in front of cars and trampling 
through gardens. Both councils drew up 
action plans to tackle the problem. 

In Dudley police respond to calls from the 
public after the council found an ancient by¬ 
law giving them the power to remove the 
animals from roads. 

The scheme was originally a six-month 
trial, launched in April 2011, but has been 
extended after proving successful. The 
rescued horses are taken out of the area to 
be rehomed. 

Around 160 had been rounded up during 
the first year and since then numbers have 
continued to fall. Police are now being called 
out to deal with up to four horses a month. 

West Midlands Police communications 
officer Carly Anderson said: “The team are 
still working with a horse bailiff. There has 
been a 68 per cent drop in calls about horses. 
Every single one of the horses taken in has 
been rehomed.” 

In Sandwell, bailiffs have been employed 
by the council to seize the stray animals. It 
followed complaints about roaming horses 
kicking over bins and chopping up gardens 
in Tipton. There were also problems on the 
Wednesbury Oak Estate. But the move has 
prompted controversy among horse lovers 
who have threatened legal action after their 
pets were seized. 

Council spokesman Dave Lawley said: 
“Since the start of the year 20 stray horses 
have been collected.” Other proposals the 
council has considered include vets being 
called to sedate horses to make them easier 
to catch and secure. 


Chimney fire warnings 

PEOPLE in Worcestershire are being 
warned to ensure their chimneys are prop¬ 
erly cleaned in the wake of a spate of flue 
fires. The warnings by Hereford & Worces¬ 
ter Fire and Rescue Service follow callouts 
to five separate chimney fires in one 
weekend alone.

The 42-year-old, who runs a car 
customising company in Brierley 
Hill called Wacky Racers, is an avid 
fan of drag racing, and when the 
opportunity arose to enter his car he 
jumped at it. 

It took him seven months to alter 
his 1978 Vauxhall HA Bedford van, 
to be competition ready and then he 


shipped it over to the States. His 
partner of 21 years Debbie Smith, 
37, helped out with the project, 
working on the van’s bodywork in 
preparation. 

The sleeper van originally would 
have had a top speed of 72 miles per 
hour but Mr Wilkes’ modification 
meant its top speed was more than 
160 miles per hour. 

Mr Wilkes came 18th in his class 
and his top drag race was 11.52 
seconds. He was one of the 56 out of 
the 91 competitors who actually 
completed the competition and was 
presented with the Spirit of Drag 
Week award.

Enormous contribution of 
Arctic veterans is honoured 


Dudley North

MANY people in Dud¬ 
ley will have known 
Mick Coyle. 

He was a great man who 
did so much to support local 
charities, his comrades 
through the SSAFA and the 
Royal British Legion and to 
spearhead work to develop 
Dudley’s memorial at Coro¬ 
nation Gardens. 

I was proud to count him 
as a friend. 

But Mick’s greatest con¬ 
tribution was during the 
Second World War when he 
served on the Arctic 
Convoys. 

Between 1941 and 1945 
he and his colleagues braved 
perilous seas, freezing tem¬ 
peratures and a gauntlet of 
German war planes and u- 
boats to keep the Soviet 
Union supplied on the 
Eastern Front. 

The convoys saw the 
heaviest loss of life for a sea 
campaign during the war - 
3,000 men met their deaths 
in the icy northern seas. 

Churchill described it as 
“the worst journey in the 
world” and conditions were 
so cold that men lost their 
hands if they touched the 
surface of ships without 
gloves. 

But astonishingly, the vet¬ 
erans have never received 
full recognition for their 
bravery. 

After the war they were 
ignored when it came to 
awarding a campaign medal, 
because the Soviet Union 
had become the new enemy. 

For years Mick’s widow 
Phyllis Coyle and others 
have pressed the Govern¬ 


ment to change all that and 
create a special Arctic 
medal. I’ve done what I can 
by speaking out in Parlia¬ 
ment, tabling questions and 
writing to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter. 

But Ministry of Defence 
bureaucrats have always 
blocked their claims. The 
official explanation was that 
the Arctic veterans were 
covered by the Atlantic Star 
medal - even though that 
was for a separate campaign 
fought 800 miles away. 

However, a breakthrough 
arrived just before Christ¬ 
mas. 

The Government 

announced that the wishes 
of the veterans will be 
granted and a special cam¬ 
paign medal will now be 
created. I was thrilled by the 
news. It’s a huge victory for 


Phyllis Coyle’s campaign. 
And for her and everyone 
involved it’s the perfect 
Christmas present. 

The announcement was a 
huge tribute to the work of 
her and her colleagues. 

Without their efforts the 
veterans’ bravery would 
have continue to have been 
overlooked. 

Most importantly, it will 
be recognition at long last 
for the veterans’ enormous 
contribution, not just to 
winning the war, but for 
winning the right of the rest 
of us to live in freedom and 
democracy. 

There was little to cheer in 
the Chancellor’s Autumn 
statement, especially for 
working families on modest 
incomes. 

Six out of 10 of the house¬ 
holds affected by his clamp- 


down on ‘the work shy’ are 
actually in work. I’ve looked 
at the figures in detail and in 
the Black Country a massive 
77,000 families - all of them 
in work - face three years of 
real terms cuts. 

In my constituency over 
6,000 families will be hit. 

A one-earner family on 
£20,000 with two children 
will lose £279 a year from 
next April - on top of the 
higher cost of VAT - accord¬ 
ing to the independent 
House of Commons library 

To make things worse, 
from January thousands of 
families will be worse off as a 
result of cuts to child 
benefit. David Cameron, 
George Osborne and the 
other multi-millionaires in 
the Tory Party might not 
miss the money, but I don’t 
think families who have 
worked hard to get jobs on 
£50,000 should lose out 
when millionaires are 
getting a tax cut. 

The reality is working 
people are being asked to 
pick up the tab for George 
Osborne’s economic failure. 

They promised they would 
tackle the debt, but he is bor¬ 
rowing £212 billion more 
than he planned. How can 
we be sure that these new 
forecasts are correct and 
austerity will start working? 

On the same day these 
changes come into force 
8,000 millionaires will 
receive a tax cut of over 
£100,000. We shouldn’t be 
giving the richest people in 
the country a massive tax 
cut, when millions of fami¬ 
lies and pensioners are 
paying more.

Robbery ruled a factor 


in death of 

A CORONER said the stress of a Polish 
lorry driver being robbed of his £250,000 
load is likely to have led to his death. 

Bogdan Bartczak, aged 57, was dragged 
on to parkland off Vale Road in Dudley after 
he collapsed while his lorry was being 
robbed. He was found dead at 6.50am on 
November 1, 2010 an inquest was told. 

Thieves targeted Mr Bartczak’s lorry 
which contained 227 flat screen TVs - 
before abandoning it at the Vectra Indus¬ 
trial Estate in Whites Road, West 
Bromwich. Black Country Coroner Robin 
Balmain said: “Mr Bartczak’s death was due 
to natural causes likely to have been 
induced by the stress of the robbery to 
which he was subjected.” 

The inquest at Smethwick Coroner’s 


lorry driver 

Court heard from the senior investigating 
officer, Det Con David Breckenridge. He 
said: “He had parked his vehicle behind Old¬ 
bury Magistrates’ Court and the gang had 
made their way to the scene and identified 
the lorry as a high value target. 

“The circumstances of the taking of the 
lorry are still a bit hazy. He was bundled 
into the rear of a vehicle and the lorry was 
taken in a different direction.” 

Only six of the TVs were recovered - the 
rest of the £250,000 haul was never found. 

Police have admitted they may never find 
out the truth about what happened. 

A pathology report read by the coroner 
had noted the Polish man’s “severely abnor¬ 
mal heart” and had recorded the likely 
cause of his death as eschemic heart disease. 


Recession hits collections 


ALMOST half a million 
pounds was raised across 
the region for the Poppy 
Appeal - but latest figures 
released by the Royal British 
Legion reveal the final total is 
likely to reveal the effect of 
the recession. 

Fundraisers are already predicting 
there has been a drop on the previ¬ 
ous year, which was the appeal’s 90th 
anniversary. The total received by 
the South Staffordshire branch, 
which includes most areas of the 
Black Country, is £447,849, down 
from £477,891 last year. 

In West Bromwich, collections 
dropped from £8,803 to this year 


£5,958, in Cannock it dipped from 
£11,581 to £7,518, in Walsall it fell 
from £21,746 to £16,251 and Tipton 
it went from £22,198 to £21,129. 

However, in Dudley collections 
rose from £15,775 to £22,424 from 
this year’s appeal and in Wolver¬ 
hampton the pot swelled from 
£9,425 to £12,623. 

Gratitude 

Dudley fundraiser Malcolm 
Davies said this year’s total was a 
record amount for the branch. 

He said: “All thanks and gratitude 
must go to the kind people of Dudley 
and the businesses, shops and 
schools who were, without doubt, 
even more generous than usual. 

“The collection has nearly tripled 


over the past three years at the Dud¬ 
ley branch but we desperately need 
younger members to continue with 
this success.” 

Alison Bates, community 
fundraiser for South Staffordshire, 
said the overall dip in collections 
reflected the hard economic times. 

She said: “We are a charity and 
are bound by what people give us. If 
people are struggling and have less 
cash spare we can’t do anything 
about it. 

“We are looking over the next four 
years to increase the people we help 
from 165,000 to 500,000.

The attraction has £1 
million to invest in its Castle 
Hill site to provide a new car 
park, a new entrance and 
new roads.

Mr Suddock said the idea 
and plans were based on 
feedback from visitors. 

“It’s a very busy road, and 
at the moment it’s very cold 
and nasty,” he said.

“It’s certainly not ideal 
for visitors to be queueing 
there.” 

The money will also see 
many of the roads within the 
zoo’s grounds resurfaced. 

Mr Suddock said: “Many 
of the roads have previously 
been dug up for drains, and 
it’s a bit of a patch-work. 

“Having those resurfaced 
will make a hell of a differ¬ 
ence to everyone.” 

Much of the money 
needed for the project will 
come from the European 
Regional Development 
Fund. 

It is part of a £4.8 million 
Castle Hill development 
scheme to provide a new car 
park, entrance and facelift 
for the area north of the zoo.

They say uses for the 
Castle Hill venue, aside 
from theatrical shows, will 
boost the coffers to help pay 
bills after a multi-million 
pound revamp. 

Dudley Council will soon 
be discussing plans to 
demolish the 1,752-seater 
theatre. But the Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome hope to 
persuade officials to rethink 
the plan for the former bingo 
hall. 

The group wants want the 
venue to reopen as a commu¬ 
nity arts theatre to stage 


West End shows as well as 
amateur productions. 

Spokesman Geoff Fitz¬ 
patrick said weddings could 
be held in the unique setting 
of the historic stage. 

A wedding day package 
would be offered allowing 
guests to dine at a restau¬ 
rant planned for the pro¬ 
posed redevelopment. 

“People would be able to 
have themed weddings in 
the unique setting of the 
Hippodrome,” said Mr Fitz¬ 
patrick, a former lecturer. 

“They would add another 
income for the Hippodrome 
and we have to look at every 
way of bringing in money.” 

Campaigners have visited 
The Plaza, Stockport, which 
was sold off as a theatre in 
1965 to become a bingo hall. 
But a community trust took 
over in 2000 and helped 
reopen the venue following a 
£3 million fundraising drive. 


It is also the only route 
linking Dudley Zoo, the 
Black Country Living 
Museum and the Castlegate 
retail park. 

Councillor Patrick Harley. 
Campaigners said bus 
journey times for people 
wanting to visit the attrac¬ 
tions would be affected if the 
lane was axed. 

The council’s new trans¬ 
port chief, Councillor Judy 
Foster, said: “The bus lane 
was suspended to improve 
the capacity of the road 
during the work to Burnt 
Tree island, the upgrade to 
the signals at the junction of 
Tipton Road and Birming¬ 
ham New Road and the 
works to the Castle Hill site 
access. 

“Now these works are 
completed, the council will 
be reviewing the re-intro- 
duction of the bus lane.” 

Public transport pressure 
group Bus Users UK has 
previously called into ques¬ 
tion axing any of the bus 
lanes in the Tipton Road and 
Castle Hill area. 

It said the roads run freely 
in off-peak times, suggesting 
there was not a problem. 

But in peak hours the 
lanes assisted the flow of 
traffic to ease congestion 
close to Castlegate island.

A DECISION on a contro¬ 
versial scheme to build 175- 
homes in village near 
Stourbridge will be made 
next week - after the origi¬ 
nal outcome was deferred. 

Hundreds of residents in 
Hagley have protested 
against the plans by Cala 
Homes. 

They have also marched 
on the home of landowner 
Lord Cobham to air con¬ 
cerns that the influx of new 
families would push village 
services beyond breaking 
point.

What is a stroke? 

A stroke happens when the blood supply to part of the brain is cut off. This happens 
when a blood vessel, known as an artery in the brain becomes blocked (a clot) or 
bleeds (a brain haemorrhage). 

The brain controls everything we do and is divided into many parts with each part 
having its own job. What you are able to do, or not do after a stroke, depends on the 
size of the damage and where in the brain the damage has happened. 

A Stroke happens suddenly and is a MEDICAL EMERGENCY. 

If you or someone you know has the following signs they need to ACT FAST 
and dial 999 

Facial weakness Can the person smile? Has their mouth or eye drooped? 

Arm or leg weakness. 

Speech problems, they find it hard to talk, understand, read, or write. Some 
people may find it harder to eat and drink. 

Time to call 999 

It is important to remember that NO two strokes are the same. Each stroke is different. 
Some people may get better quickly, others may take several months, people may carry 
on getting better slowly for many years. 



Why do some people have a stroke? 

Some people are more at risk if they have high blood pressure, high levels of fat called 
cholesterol in their blood, drink too much alcohol, smoke a lot, or have diabetes. BUT 
people may have or do none of these factors, and still have a stroke. You may hear 
doctors call a stroke a CVA or Cerebral Vascular Accident. 

How can you reduce your risk? 



A mini stroke or TIA or Transient Ischaemic Attack, is like a stroke but only lasts from a 
few minutes up to 24 hours due to a blood vessel becoming temporarily blocked. This 
may cause some of the following: 

• A sudden weakness down one side of the body, 

• Weakness, numbness, clumsiness or pins and needles in the face, arm of leg 

• Sudden memory loss of confusion, 

• Slurred speech or the difficulty finding some words 

• Loss of or blurred vision in one or both eyes 

What should you do? 

TIA should be treated as an emergency and you should seek urgent medical attention 
for assessment. Other conditions may cause these effects but it is important you see a 
doctor to find out why it is happening as soon as possible.

From Dec 1st we will be carrying out all 6 and 12 month stroke reviews on 
behalf of NHS Dudley. In believing that “Life goes on after a Stroke” we aim 
to support people in coming to terms with what has happened and to rebuild 
their lives, attending some of our groups and meeting others may help. 
TALKBACK - weekly communication support group for those with speech 
difficulties following their stroke 

Family & Carers Support/ Exercise after stroke groups meet on the 2nd 
Wednesday and 4th Thursday of each month 

Coffee Morning - held every two weeks for people who have suffered a 
stroke and /or carers meet in a local pub - often staying on for lunch 
New Exercise group - the Dell Stadium meets weekly, including using the 
out door gym equipment and the track plus indoor exercise

You can reduce your risk of having a stroke by leading a healthy lifestyle. If you smoke, 
try to stop 

If you drink alcohol - the sensible drinking guidelines per day are, women no more 
than 2-3 units and 3-4 units for men, One alcohol unit is measured as 10ml or 8g of 
pure alcohol. This equals one 25ml single measure of whisky (ABV 40%), or a third of a 
pint of beer (ABV 5-6%) or half a standard (175ml) glass of red wine (ABV 12%).

Dynamic duo's series 
is out of this world 


I f you’ve ever wondered how the 
galaxy began, then allow us to 
enlighten you. 

Our whole universe was in a hot 
dense state, then nearly 14 billion 
years ago expansion started. Wait... 

Okay, we admit it. Those are the 
lyrics to The Big Bang Theory, but if 
you want to know more about life, the 
universe and everything, then Dara O 
Briain and Brian Cox have just the 
show for you. 

Since 2011, their week-long strand 
Stargazing Live has become an 
annual fixture in January, a time when 
the other terrestrial channels seem 
obsessed with shows about diets and 
alleged celebrities co-habiting in a 
camera-strewn pre-fab. 

They kick things off their exploration 
of the night skies with the search for 
evidence of life on Mars, and ask 
viewers for help to explore an 
uncharted area of the red planet’s 
surface. 

Plus, Liz Bonnin reports live from 
NASA mission control to find out the 
latest findings of the Curiosity Rover, 
and Mark Thompson offers tips on 
how to observe the moons of Jupiter. 


The Mock the Week veteran and the 
much imitated professor might be an 
unlikely double act, but their mix of 
jargon and banter has proved to be a 
great way to enjoy a week of 
programming. 

For decades of course The Sky At 
Night was the daddy of all astronomy 
shows, a BBC1 staple which was 
usually screened when most of us 
were tucked up in bed. 

Hosted by the much-missed Patrick 
Moore, TSAN made history as the 
longest-running TV show hosted by 
the same presenter. 

From 1957 the acclaimed Knight 
inspired millions, including Queen 
guitarist Brian May, and Messrs O 
Briain and Cox. 

Alas, astronomy series on other 
channels is rarely even an issue these 
days. 

Those with a long memory may 
recall Heavens Above, a short-lived 
kids’ ITV show from the 1980s in 
which Dr Heather Couper proved that 
reaching for the stars (while most of 
us were in the gutter) was just as 
much fun as playing asteroids on their 
Atari game system. 


After the plug was pulled on that 
show, commercial TV bosses backed 
away from the genre about as fast as 
Felix Baumgartner’s sub-space freefall 
last year. 

So thank heavens Brian made the 
universe sexy again with his assorted 
BBC shows, Wonders of the Universe 
and Wonders of the Solar System. 

We have no idea what his pending 
series Wonders of Life will be like, but 
we imagine his take on natural history 
could give genre legend David 
Attenborough a run for his money. 

Brian’s star, if you’ll excuse the pun, 
has been on the rise for years now, 
and it helps that he’s such a good all 
rounder, whether fronting impressive 
strands such as this, or Radio 4’s 
Infinite Monkey Cage, with Robin Ince. 

It’s little wonder Danny Boyle chose 
him as technical adviser for his sci-fi 
epic Sunshine a few years ago. 

Coming back to Earth with a bump, 
here Brian and Dara shed more light 
on the universe, and if that’s not 
enough astronomical entertainment 
for you, stay tuned for spin-off show 
Back to Earth, which is broadcast 
immediately afterwards.

Ian Potter, Managing Director, 
ARLA said, “Utility bills are a key con¬ 
sideration for most tenants, especially 
during the colder winter months. 

There are many well-insulated 
private rental sector properties avail¬ 
able, but there are others which may 
require tenants to use their own 
common sense to reduce bills.” 

ARLA has the following tips to help 
tenants identify key features: 

1. Ask about insulation: 

When viewing a property, be sure to 
find out what kind of insulation is 
installed and how recently it was put 
in. While factors like loft insulation 
may not be immediately visible, they 
can make a huge difference to a prop¬ 
erty’s heat retention. 

A lack of snow or frost on a prop¬ 
erty’s roof during a cold snap can be a 
good indicator that a lot of heat is being 
lost through poor insulation. 

2. Look at a copy of the EPC: 

An energy performance certificate 

(EPC) should be available for prospec¬ 
tive tenants’ consideration as part of 
the viewing process. This can give a 
good indication of how energy efficient 
a property is. The closer to ‘A’, the 
more likely it is to hold in heat and reg¬ 
ister lower utility bills. 

3. Don’t forget the boiler: 

A new boiler can make a significant 
difference to heating bills; therefore it 
is always worth asking when the model 
was installed. 

This can also be a factor if there are 
multiple showers in the property, 
which can be a drain on hot water 
levels. All boilers should be regularly 
serviced by a certified gas fitter, and be 
sure to check the legally required doc¬ 
umentation before signing any 
tenancy agreement. If the boiler has 


not been checked recently, ask the 
landlord to agree to a check-up before 
you move in. 

4. Paying the bills: 

While many landlords will state that 
electricity and gas suppliers should not 
be changed in the tenancy agreement, 
it is always a good idea to check. If they 
do allow you to change supplier, it is 
always possible that you could find a 
cheaper deal, meaning there is less 
pressure to use the heating sparingly. 

5. Double glazing and curtains: 


Many properties lose heat through 
windows, so always check the glazing 
in each room. Single glazing or larger 
windows can often make rooms colder, 
and this should be a key consideration 
for winter months. 

Curtains can be one solution to this 
problem. 

For added warmth, be sure to ask the 
landlord or letting agent if they are 
happy for you to put up curtains if they 
are not already fitted.

THE usual huge crowd 
flocked to Brightwells to see 
over 100 classic cars and 
motorcycles come under the 
hammer. 

Undeterred by difficult travelling 
conditions and widespread flooding in 
the run-up to the sale, bidding was 
keen for many lots and by the end of 
the day over 70 vehicles had found new 
homes in a sale which grossed almost 
£900,000. 

Given all the hype surrounding the 
50th anniversary of the James Bond 
films and the recent ‘Skyfall’ premiere, 
it was perhaps no surprise that a silver 
Aston Martin DB5 topped the results 
table. 

A1964 model that had been partially 
stripped out and race prepared by the 


late Peter Wheeler of TVR fame, the 
Aston soared way beyond its estimate 
beforegoing to an American bidder for 
£184,800. 

Also hotly contested was a beauti¬ 
fully presented 1937 Alvis Speed 25 SB 
Charlesworth Saloon that was finally 
secured by a German collector for 
£71,600 (some £15,000 above forecast). 
However, perhaps the most surprising 
result of all was the price paid for a 
rather crudely made 1932 Riley Nine 
Special that had been languishing in a 
Cheshire barn for 30 years. With half- 
a-dozen phone bidders chasing it, the 
Riley eventually trebled its estimate 
before being hammered down to 
another German bidder for £17,000. 

More predictable was the £25,750 
paid by a UK buyer for a left-hand 
drive 1970 Porsche 91 IT 2.2 which 
confirms just how desirable these early 


911s have become recently, even in 
basic T spec as here. 

Triumph’s TR range of sportscars 
always have a following and the 
£13,400 raised by a 1967 TR4A and the 
£10,500 for a 1972 TR6 were bang on 
the money for good usable examples. 
Land Rovers also have many fans and 
a superbly restored 1966 Series 2A 
fetched a richly deserved £10,300. 

“Overall we were delighted with the 
results of the sale,” said Brightwells’ 
car consultant, James Dennison. 
“Foreign bidders were much in evi¬ 
dence and good cars are continuing to 
attract very healthy prices despite the 
sometimes gloomy news in other areas 
of the economy. The outlook for next 
year looks positive and we expect the 
market for classic cars will remain 
buoyant.”

ROWLEY REGIS boxer 
Jason Welborn is looking to 
make the big breakthrough 
in 2013, writes Craig 
Birch. 

A rise from obscurity to be 
Midlands champion has 
landed Welborn a shot at 
British champion Frankie 
Gavin next month. 

The hard-hitting welter¬ 
weight, aged 26, overpow¬ 
ered the likes of James Flinn 
and Scott Haywood to get 
himself noticed.
